This new variety developed by M. B. Hughes, Station Horticulturist for the South 
Carolina Experimental Station, after 7 years of constant research and testing. The 
Edisto is a melon combining appealing taste, texture and appearance. The vine is quite 
vigorous, having heavy stems and large leaves, is quite resistant to alternaria and 
powdery mildew and tolerant to downy mildew. The rind is exceptionally hard at full 
slip and the flesh is so firm that it is not ripe enough to eat until several days after 
it reaches full slip. In coloring, the Edisto is a deeper and richer salmon than most 
present commercial varieties, thick flesh and high sugar content; maturity date is 


perhaps one week later than the Hale’s Jumbo.

Although there have been many different 
selections made in trying to introduce a melon superior, very few have proven de- 
sirable for any length of time. The Honey Dew requires a longer growing season than 
the cantaloupe and in the fall of the year if stored away from freezing temperature can 
be kept for quite a long period, in many cases until Christmas. 


The average size is about 6 inches in diameter and 7 to 8 inches long; with a 
creamy white, smooth skin and turning at maturity to a light golden color; green flesh, 
fine grained and extra sweet to the extreme rind. The quality of our Honey Dew was 


extra fine the past season.

This melon should not be picked’ until it will slip easily off the vine for when they 
are dead ripe the flavor is at its best.

COLORADO CERTIFIED BLUE TAG 
WATERMELON SEED 


The state requirements for seed approved for Colorado Certification are: seed 
planted must be foundation stock or Certified; each variety isolated to prevent 
any possible chance of contamination by other varieties; fields must pass two 
inspections during the growing season at which time inspectors check for any 
vine disease or off-type melons. A third inspection is made at maturity to de- 
termine cutting quality, texture, flavor and sugar content. 


Above is Chas. M. Drage, Extension Horticulturist, Colorado A and M College, 
who is in charge of the Colorado Certified Watermelon Seed Program and per- 
sonally inspects very thoroughly each seed field three times during the growing 
season for off-type fruits, wilt, other diseases and isolation. 


Mr. Drage is shown in the greenhouse at Fort Collins, which is operated in con- 
nection with the State College, checking the germination on the lots of seed 
taken from seed fields which passed his inspection. 
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Charleston Gray Watermelon 


(Anthrachnose and Fusarium Wilt Resistant) 


COLORADO CERTIFIED BLUE TAG 


This melon introduced by Dr. C. F. Andrus, Horticulturist for the Southeastern 
Vegetable Breeding Laboratory, Charleston, South Carolina. Small amounts of this 
seed were issued to the seed growers for trial as No. 51-27. In September 1954, the 
reprcduction was released by the College for resale to growers under the name of 
Charleston Gray. It is highly resistant to anthrachnose, to fusarium wilt and to sun- 
burn. Is oblong in shape, light green in color commonly referred to as gray; average 
weight 25 to 35 pounds. Is relatively free from hollow heart, white heart and gourd 
neck. Rind is thin but very tough, flesh being dark red, very sweet and of superior 
eating quality.
